Scientists warn ‘late blight’

’ Just in time for Sl Patrick’s Day, ore 

warning of a potential doomsday for tubers: The 
same fungus that caused the gba^ Irish potato 
famine of the 1840s has returned, and now is 
threatening American potato and tomato cr o ps . 
The upstart' strain of fungus, known as'^lete 
blight,” is abnormally aggr«tsive and “over- 
whelmingly resistant” to the standard fungicide. 

The ndorious s&nin, also called U.S.-8, has 
swept the nation in the past few years, plant 
pathologists William Frev of Cornell and 
Stephen Goodwin of Purdue report in the 
Dcf^ber 1997 issue of Plant Disease. In 1992, it 
was confiiwd to a sin^e counw in upstate New 
York. By 1997, it had reached the majority of 
states and eastern Canada, Saving some crops in 
those areas may require as much os 25 pwrrnir 
greater applications of the fungdde metnloxyL 
Others may be lost entirely.

tax collection^ figures for inter- 
est weren’t available then, 
according to on Associated 
review of IRS ^ta. 

IRS penaltia outstrip compara- 
ble collections from o±er agen- 
cies. U.S. Attorneys collected $1.6 
billion in dvil and criminal debts 
in 1996. The Securities and 
Exchange Commission and other 
Wall Street regulators collected 
$1.37 billion in financial penalties 
from 20 major Wall Street firms 
between 1981 and 1994, accord- 
ing to a 1995 AP study. 

Penalties and interest “are 
often at a level where they actual- 
ly ore a significant disincentive 
for many taxpayers to reach 
agreement with the IRS” on tax ' 
di^uies, said a staff report of the 
congrcssionally appointed 
National Commission on 
Resmicnniiig the IRS.
